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RESEARCH  RESULTS 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS  AT  FORT  KNOX 

Archaeological  investigations  on  Fort  Knox  began  in  the  1950s  when  Jerome  M.  Hoehler 
conducted  research  excavations  on  the  property.  These  collections  were  later  donated  to  the 
University  of  Louisville  as  part  of  a  larger  collection  known  as  the  Hoehler  collection.  In 
1955,  an  amateur  archaeological  excavation  was  conducted  on  Fort  Knox  which  resulted  in  a 
private  collection.  The  Fort  Knox  staff  archaeologist  is  pursuing  the  location  of  this  collection 
in  the  hope  of  retrieving  the  materials  that  were  collected  at  that  time.  Additionally,  several 
artifacts  were  collected  in  1972  by  installation  personnel  and  were  turned  over  to  the  post  in 
1993  for  curation  at  the  University  of  Louisville. 

Beginning  in  1979,  eight  institutions  performed  archaeological  investigations  which 
included  collecting  artifacts.  These  groups  are:

Investigations  consisted  of  systematic  surveys,  test  excavations,  and  excavations  to  mitigate 
adverse  effects  on  sites  where  necessary  for  the  installation's  mission.  Artifacts  recovered 
include  prehistoric  lithics,  ceramics,  faunal  remains,  and  soil  samples,  as  well  as  historic 
glass,  metal,  ceramics,  and  brick.  No  human  remains  were  discovered  or  excavated. 
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SUMMARY  OF  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS 


A  total  of  approximately  40  ft3  of  boxed  archaeological  materials  and  five  linear  feet  of 
associated  documentation  has  been  identified  for  Fort  Knox.

The  attached  Summary  of  Current  Locations  of  Archaeological  Collections  from  Fort 
Knox  (Appendix  III)  provides  detailed  information  about  each  collection  derived  as  a  result  of 
archaeological  investigations  at  the  installation.  A  collection  consists  of  all  of  the  materials, 
artifacts,  and  associated  documentation  (e.g.,  field  notes,  maps,  photographs,  data  analyses, 
correspondence)  produced  as  a  result  of  an  archaeological  investigation  or  project  at  a  single  site 
or  multiple  sites.  In  some  cases,  the  same  archaeological  site  may  have  been  investigated  by 
various  individuals  or  organizations.  Depending  on  where  the  resulting  collections  are  curated, 
they  may  be  stored  and  identified  as  separate  collections  or  separate  components  of  a  single 
collection.  In  cases  where  the  artifacts  and  records  have  become  separated,  the  records 
collections  repositories  are  listed  as  well. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  locate  all  collections  cited  on  available  archaeological 
site  records  or  in  published  and  unpublished  references  to  archaeological  investigations  on  the 
installation. 


NAGPRA-Related  Materials 

No  human  remains  or  funerary  objects  were  identified  in  the  archival  search  and 
telephone  interviews  conducted  by  the  MCX.  The  final  determination  of  any  sacred  objects  or 
objects  of  cultural  patrimony  among  the  Fort  Knox  collections  may  be  established  upon  further 
consultation  with  culturally  affiliated  Native  American  tribes  according  to  the  definitions  and 
restrictions  specified  in  NAGPRA.

NATIVE  AMERICAN  TRIBES  ASSOCIATED  WITH  FORT  KNOX 


Although  no  tribe  was  adjudicated  the  lands  upon  which  Fort  Knox  stands  (U.S.G.S.  n.d.), 
historical  and  archaeological  evidence  indicate  that  the  Shawnee  aboriginally  inhabited 
Kentucky,  southern  Ohio,  and  southern  Indiana  and  lived  along  the  Ohio  River,  the  area  of 
present-day  Fort  Knox  (Callender  1978b:622;  Johnson  1992:20;  Neely  1994:584;  Peterson  and 
Otter  n.d:6.2.12).  Subsequent  population  migrations  in  the  eighteenth  century  introduced  other 
groups  into  the  area.  Hudson's  map  (1976:6-7)  also  depicts  the  Shawnee  in  the  area  now 
occupied  by  Fort  Knox,  the  Miami  to  the  north  of  this  area,  the  Cherokee  to  the  southeast,  and 
the  Chickasaw  to  the  southwest.  The  Delaware  and  the  Piankashaw  were  jointly  adjudicated 
lands  by  the  1978  Indian  Claims  Commission  (U.S.G.S.n.d.)  across  the  Ohio  River,  just  north  of 
what  is  now  Fort  Knox. 

The  Shawnee  tribe  experienced  frequent  movement  and  fragmentation.  Callender 
(1978b:623,  Fig.  1)  notes  movement  of  the  Shawnee  through  Kentucky  along  the  Ohio  River. 
Historical  and  archaeological  evidence  places  the  Shawnee  in  western  Kentucky  in  prehistoric 
times  (Hacker  1994:584-586;  O’Malley  etal.  1983:398-399).  Before  the  end  of  the  seventeenth 
century,  they  settled  on  the  Cumberland  River  (O’Malley  et  al.  1983:398-399;  Waldman 
1988:216;  Swanton  1922:317),  Ohio  River  (Waldman  1988:216),  and  Tennessee  River 
(Waldman  1988:216;  Swanton  1922:317).  Then,  between  1715  and  1745,  they  were  pushed 
from  the  area  by  the  Cherokee  and  Chickasaw  (O’Malley  et  al.  1983:398-399).  Eventually,  they 
were  removed  by  the  United  States  government  in  the  nineteenth  century  to  Oklahoma  where 
they  became  the  Absentee-Shawnee  Tribe  in  Shawnee,  Oklahoma,  the  Eastern  Shawnee  Tribe  in 
West  Seneca,  Oklahoma,  and  the  Loyal  Band  of  Shawnee  in  Whiteoak,  Oklahoma.  The  Loyal 
Band  of  Shawnee  are  not  a  federally  recognized  tribe  but  since  moving  to  Oklahoma,  they  have 
become  affiliated  with  the  federally  recognized  Cherokee  Nation  (Hacker  1994:586;  Neely 
1994:584).  The  Absentee-Shawnee  and  Eastern  Shawnee  bands  are  federally  recognized  tribal 
entities. 

The  Cherokee  were  adjudicated  much  of  the  lands  in  Tennessee  (U.S.G.S.  n.d.),  although 
they  were  never  permanently  settled  there  (O’Malley  et.  al.  1983:398-399).  The  Cherokee 
controlled  much  of  the  southeastern  United  States  at  the  time  of  European  contact,  including  the 
Great  Valley  of  eastern  Tennessee  (King  1994:96-97;  Waldman  1988:43).  In  1838  and  1839,  the 
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Cherokee  were  forced  to  move  west,  however,  a  small  band  hid  in  the  mountains  of  North 
Carolina  and  avoided  capture.  The  descendants  of  this  group  now  comprise  the  Eastern  Band  of 
Cherokee  Indians,  who  have  a  federally  recognized  reservation  in  western  North  Carolina  (King 
1994:96-97).  The  Cherokee  that  moved  west  now  comprise  the  present-day  Cherokee  Nation  of 
Oklahoma  in  Tahlequah,  Oklahoma  (King  1994:97-98)  and  the  United  Keetoowah  Band  of 
Cherokee  also  in  Tahlequah,  Oklahoma  (Slagle  1994:98-99).  All  of  the  Cherokee  bands  are 
federally  recognized. 

In  historic  times,  the  heart  of  Chickasaw  territory  was  in  northern  Mississippi,  with 
additional  territories  in  western  Kentucky  and  western  Tennessee  (Clark  1994:104;  Waldman 
1988:53;  Cotterill  1954:7;  O’Malley  et  al.  1983:398-399).  In  1715,  the  Chickasaw,  along  with 
the  Cherokee,  drove  the  Shawnee  off  of  their  lands  along  the  Cumberland  River  and  then  claimed 
all  lands  in  the  area  north  of  the  Tennessee  River.  In  1786,  the  Chickasaw’s  northern  boundary 
was  officially  established  at  the  Ohio  River.  In  1 822,  they  signed  over  all  of  their  lands  east  of 
the  Mississippi  and  began  their  migration  to  Oklahoma  (Swanton  1922:415-420).  The  federally 
recognized  Chickasaw  Nation  is  presently  located  in  southern  Oklahoma  with  headquarters  in 
Ada  (Clark  1994:104-105). 

Miami  is  the  term  collectively  applied  to  the  Atchatchakangouen,  Kilatika,  Mengakonkia, 
Pepikokia,  Piankashaw,  and  Wea  based  on  similarities  in  language  and  culture  (Callender 
1978a:681).  The  Piankashaw  and  the  Delaware  were  jointly  adjudicated  land  north  of  present 
day  Fort  Knox,  across  the  Ohio  River  (U.S.G.S.n.d.).  The  map  provided  by  Johnson  (1992.20) 
also  locates  the  Miami,  circa  1585-1780,  to  the  north  of  land  presently  occupied  by  Fort  Knox 
(see  also  Callender  1978a:681,  Fig.l).  The  Miami  were  historically  in  Indiana,  western  Ohio, 
and  eastern  Illinois  as  one  tribe  until  1846  when  they  divided  into  two  groups.  One  group  was 
removed  to  Kansas  and  the  other  remained  in  Allen,  Huntington,  and  Miami  counties  in  Indiana 
Both  groups  were  federally  recognized  until  1897  when  the  tribal  status  of  the  Indiana  Miami 
was  dissolved,  and  the  Miami  who  had  been  removed  to  Kansas  and  Oklahoma  became  the  only 
officially  recognized  tribe.  The  Miami  of  Indiana  submitted  a  petition  for  reinstatement  of 
federal  recognition  but  it  was  denied  effective  17  August  1992  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 
1995:3);  they  are  currently  suing  the  federal  government  to  overturn  the  1897  dissolution  order 
(Clark  1994:337-338). 

The  name  Delaware  first  applied  only  to  the  Indians  of  the  middle  Delaware  Valley,  but 
was  extended  to  cover  numerous  groups  after  they  migrated  away  from  their  eastern  homelands 
(Goddard  1978:213).  When  the  Delaware  left  their  homeland  along  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic, 
they  divided  into  northern  or  Munsi-speaking  Delaware  and  southern  Unami-speaking  Delaware. 
The  Delaware  in  western  Oklahoma  are  the  only  federally  recognized  Delaware  community  in 
the  United  States  (Miller  1994:169). 
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SECTION  6  COMPLIANCE 


P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  requires  that  federal  agencies  engage  in  active  consultation  with  Native 
Americans  with  federally  recognized  tribes  and/or  lineal  descendants  who  may  be  culturally 
affiliated  with  the  archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  Enclosed  are  draft 
NAGPRA  Section  6  Summary  letters  (Appendix  I)  and  a  list  of  the  tribal  chairpersons  from  the 
federally  recognized  tribes  that  may  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections  (Appendix  II ). 


Federally  recognized  tribes  exist  for  the  Shawnee,  the  Cherokee,  the  Chickasaw,  the 
Miami  and  the  Delaware. 

Additionally,  a  number  of  Indian  groups  have  filed  letters  of  intent  with  the  Bureau  of 
Indian  Affairs  petitioning  the  federal  government  for  recognition  as  Indian  Tribes.  The 
following  groups  could  be  associated  with  the  area  of  present  day  Fort  Knox:

The  Miami  Nation  of  Indians  of  IN  was  denied  acknowledgment  effective 
17  August  1992  and  is  currently  in  litigation  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  1995:3). 

Initial  consultation  should  be  conducted  on  a  govemment-to-govemment  basis.  Refer  to 
P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  for  specifics  on  required  Native  American  consultation  and  the  legal 
definitions  of  items  subject  to  NAGPRA.
